A Bill to provide for the grading and marking of 

agricultural produce .

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Explanations. 2 . In this Act , unless the contrary appears from the 

subject or context , — 
(a ) “ agrioultural produce " includes all produce of 

agriculture or horticulture and all articles of 
food or drink wholly or partly manufactured 
from Any such produco , and fleeces and the 

skins of animals ; 
( 6 ) " counterfoit " has the meaning Ansigned to 

that word by section 28 of the Indian Penal XLV 0f 1860 .

(c) " covering ” includes any vossel , box , crate , 

wrappor, tray or other container ; 
( d ) “ grado designation " moang a designation 

prescribed as indicative of the quality of any 

scheduled article ;

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS . 


In connection with the marketing surveys initiuted by the Government 
of India , experiments have been started for the better grading of certain agri 
cultural commodities, e. g ., hides and eggs . These experiments , which have 
been sturted after consultation with and the fullest co - operation of the local 
trade, havo achieved marked success in creating a desire in the trade for the 
sorting and packing of the produce concorned aocording to prescribed grade 
specifications , and the marking of such grades of produce in a distinctive 
manner . These labels , seals and marky aoquire a trade valuo by reason of 
the guarantee that they offer of the produce to which they are attached having 
been led under supervision and the merohants and manufucturers 00n . 
oernod are of opinion that the use of such marks , eto ., should be safoguurded 
against im proper or unauthorised use . As tho practice of using such murks 
is still only in an experimental stage , it is not proposed to mako it obligatory 
on all persons who may be doeling in that commodity , but to limit it only to 
those who desiro to partioipate in the experimont . No person , however , may 
make use of the mark without propor Authority , or except in conformity with 
conditions that may be presoribod . Imitation or forgery of a prescribed mark 
must also be penalized if the experimont is to prove successful. The Bill is 
designed to achieve these objects .
